DEBT ALERT 


Families need to brace 
themselves for the tough 
economic times that lie 
ahead, the Bank of 
Portugal predicts. In its 
2006 Financial Stability 
Report, the Bank 
forecasts that thousands 
of families who previously 
enjoyed relative financial 
stability will now struggle 
to repay their debts. This 
warning follows a decision 
last week by the European 
Central Bank to raise 
interest rates by 25 basis 
points to a figure of four 
percent. According to 
analysts, the ECB rate is 
set to climb to a figure 
closer to five percent 
before the year is out with 
consensus being that a 
rate of at least 4.5 percent 
will be in force within the 
next five months. 

The Bank of Portugal, sup- 
ported by the Finanee Ministry 
in its foreeasts, says the fmaneial 
outlook is bleak and is eoneemed 
that families eould be foreed to re- 
evaluate their loans andmortgages. 
In some eases they eouldbe foreed 
into the desperate aetion of sell- 
ing off property due to their in- 
ability to meet repayments. 

In terms of bad debt, Portu- 
guese families were failing to pay 
baek €3.2 million eaeh day to 
banks, figures for the first months 
of the year indieate. 

The total forbad debt eurrently 
stands at €2.2 billion, with mort- 
gages the area where most eon- 
sumers are now finding it impos- 
sible to keep up with their 
monthly instalments.

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Police and prosecutors 
clash over torture claims 

The fact that prosecutors have taken the unprecedented measure of formally accusing police detectives of committing a number 
of crimes during an investigation, has created a stir in the legal system and could see a mother convicted for killing her daughter, 
freed. 



A total of five police detectives 
from Portugal’s elite Policia 
Judiciaria (P J) detective unit were 
charged over the weekend for 
physically attacking and tortur- 
ing Leonor Cipriano, the mother 


of nine year-old Joana, who dis- 
appeared from her F igueira home 
in Portimao, in 2004. 

The case has also gained inter- 
national significance when it 
emerged that one of the investi- 


gators chargedby prosecutors, is 
actively involved in the search for 
Madeleine McCann. 

Mrs Cipriano, having been 
left with two black eyes, had in 
2005 accused eight Portimao PJ 
members of torture and intimi- 
dation. 

Mrs Cipriano covered the na- 
tion ’ s front pages back then with 
pictures of her swollen black 
eyes, allegedly caused by mem- 
bers of the P J in order to have her 
confess her daughter’s murder 
and reveal her subsequent 
whereabouts. 

According to Mrs Cipriano, 
she was forced to kneel on glass 
ashtrays during interrogations, 
with her head covered by a bag, 
before being brutally beaten in an 
attempt to force her to confess. 

The officers, have since denied 
the accusations, claiming that she 
threw herself down a flight of 
stairs. No evidence exists to sup- 
port either set of allegations, as 
the interrogations were, as re- 
portedly described by the PJ, ‘ in- 
formal interrogative sessions’ . 

One of the police officers ac- 
cused of ‘torturing’ Mrs Cipriano 
is Gon9lao Amaral, who is also 
one of the investigators involved 
with the search for Madeleine 
McCann. 


Prior to the formal accusation 
by the prosecutor’s office in 
Portimao, Mr Amaral had al- 
ready made the headlines for the 
wrong reasons in Britain, when 
UK media gave extensive cover- 
age to his “two-hour lunches” 
and consumption of alcoholic 
beverages during these lunch- 
eons. 

Back in 2005, alleged police 
brutality victim Leonor 
Cipriano, along with her brother, 
Joao, were found guilty of grue- 
somely murdering eight-year old 
Joana Cipriano in September 
2004. 

The court, consisting of three 
judges and four jurors, found 
Leonor and Joao Cipriano guilty 
of murder, handing them prison 
terms of 20 and 19 years respec- 
tively. 

These sentences have since 
been reduced to terms of 1 6 years 
each. 

Since the verdict, a number of 
the country’s leading lawyers 
and judges have spoken out 
against the decision. They claim 
that a conviction was almost im- 
possible due to the fact that the 
child’s body was never found, 
therefore lacking the crucial evi- 
dence that a murder had in fact 
taken place and that this alone. 


should have cast sufficient doubt 
for the court to absolve the two 
accused. 

In comments to The Portu- 
gal News this week the 
Ciprianos’ lawyer, Joao Grade, 
said he was confident that he 
would be able to clear his clients 
once their appeal was heard, as 
he believed their guilt had not 
been proven beyond a reason- 
able doubt. 

He also failed to rule out the 
possibility that Joana had been 
sold, especially after someone 
linked to the family made a 
€50,000 bank deposit in the days 
after her disappearance. 

A letter written by Joao from 
jail to Leonor, which was inter- 
cepted by the authorities, also 
made reference to the exchange of 
cash and that “a grown-up Joana 
would one day probably return 
to Portugal”. 

However, the court, in read- 
ing out its verdict, said it felt 
there was adequate forensic evi- 
dence found at Joana’ s home, the 
crime scene, such as human 
blood found in the freezer and 
blood stains on the walls and 
floors (though laboratories were 
unable to prove the blood was 
that of Joana) to find the two 
accused guilty of murder.

Before the end of this year 
the Ministry of Health aims 
to reduce operation waiting 
times from six to five 
months, the joint state 
secretary for Health, 

Carmen Pignatelli, pledged 
this week. 

During an interview with radio 
station Antena 1 , the state secre- 
tary confirmed that should this 
be achieved, patient waiting lists 
could be shorted by 20,000 peo- 
ple. 

“Our predictions are that by 
the end of the year, 200,000 peo- 
ple will be on the waiting list for 
an operation, and that their wait- 
ing time will be of five months”. 

There are presently 220,000 
people awaiting some or of sur- 
gical intervention in Portugal, 
where the average waiting time is 
six months. 

She also announced that next 
year the Health Ministry is in- 
tending to launce a website where 
patients can checkhow long it will 
take before they are operated, and 
on what date they will be oper- 
ated on.

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Madeleine: Police look for ‘body’

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Fireman’s body found 
after nine day seareh 

The body of an 1 8-year-old fireman who fell into the Douro river last 
week whilst testing a boat’s engine was found on Thursday after a 
nine day search. 


The body was discovered 
just after 08h00, a short distance 
from where the youth had re- 
portedly fallen into the murky 
waters. The body was taken to 
the local health centre, where it 
awaits the official results of an 


autopsy, to be announced by 
authorities. 

Extensive rescue parties 
were actively searching for the 
fireman since his disappearance 
on June 6th. However, the ex- 
tension of the river by the ‘Old 


Port’ area, one of the Douro’ s 
widest stretches with depths 
of 30 to 40 metres and the un- 
dulations and debris found on 
the riverbed made the process 
significantly more compli- 
cated. 


Portuguese police have spent the latter 
half of the week following up on ciaims that 
Madeieine McCann iies buried 15 
kiiometres from where she was abducted 
on the night of May 3. Poiice sources 
admitted on Thursday searches in the 
area north of Odiaxere had commenced as 
eariy as Wednesday morning. 


Portuguese police were this 
week taking serious an anony- 
mous letter stating Madeleine’s 
body is hidden in deserted scrub- 
land under rocks. 

But they were concerned that 
the scene could have been con- 
taminated by the dozens of j our- 
nalists who visited the site the 
past few days. It was also feared 
that a helicopter used by a televi- 
sion channel could have dis- 
persed evidence should this lat- 
est information prove to be true. 

Police also said the task of 
sniffer dogs, brought in late 
Wednesday, would now have 
also been made more difficult. 

The letter was sent to newspa- 
per De Telegraaf and passed on 
to the Portuguese Policia 
Judiciaria(PJ). 

It seemed to vaguely point to 
an area north of Odiaxere, north 
east of Praia da Luz from where 
four-year old Madeleine was 
snatched 43 days ago. 

The two Dutch j oumalists who 
wrote the article said they had 
been to the scene prior to publish- 
ing their story, but had been un- 
able to pinpoint the location. 

While police would usually be 
reluctant to invest huge resources 
in following up on an anonymous 
lead, the letter’ s contents are be- 
ing taken seriously. It is thought 
to be similar to one sent to the 
same Dutch newspaper in 2006, 
giving details of the rough loca- 
tion of the bodies of two Belgian 
girls, Stacey Lemmens, seven, 
and her step-sister, Nathalie 
Mahy, 10. They disappeared 
while playing outside last year 
and their bodies were found on 
June 29, a day after De Telegraaf 
received two maps marked with 
crosses and hand- written text. 

Meanwhile, Chief Inspector 
Olegario Sousa confirmed police 
were at the scene, though he told 
the The Portugal News the map 
was “not very specific”. 

Mr Sousa, who had on 
Wednesday consistently denied 
police were in the area, admitted 


they had acted swiftly to the new 
information and had been at the 
scene that morning. 

However, another police 
source has said the information 
provided by De Telegraaf was 
“detailed” and revealed a “level 
of consistency”. 

The source stressed this latest 
development is being dealt with 
as “a lead, and not a certainty”. 

Portuguese police have also 
confirmed they have received no 
details from their Moroccan 
counterparts regarding a poten- 
tial sighting in the country which 
Kate and Gerry McCann visited 
earlier this week. 

Portuguese police are eagerly 
waiting for confirmation of 
whether or not the Marrakech 
fuel station where the alleged 
sighting took place is equipped 
with CCTV. 

Chief Inspector Sousa told 
The Portugal News last week: 
“Even if there were cameras, we 
still don’ t know if they had film”. 

Norwegian Mari Olli, 45, who 
lives in Spain with her British 
husband is adamant she saw 
Madeleine in Morocco on May 
9, six days after her abduction. 
Police took her statement on 
May 20 and 21. 

Police have this week once 
again confirmed they have re- 
ceived “some” forensic results, 
and are awaiting additional find- 
ings. 

Police have named one sus- 
pect, an expatriate Briton living 
in the Algarve, but have made no 
arrests for lack of evidence. 

Parents distressed 

Richard Edwards of the Daily 
Telegraph reported on Thursday 
that Gerry and Kate McCann’s 
anguish deepened as police fol- 
lowed the anonymous tip off . 
He reported that a source close 
to the family said they were with 
Portuguese detectives when 
news of the letter came through. 
“They found the whole thing 
very upsetting,” the source said. 


“There was talk of a body and 
Kate was particularly distressed. 
It is being taken as seriously as 
any other line of inquiry.” 

Richard Edwards had also spo- 
ken to Philomena McCann, 
Madeleine ’ s aunt, who said that 
the potential lead is upsetting and 
said she may fly out from her 
home in Glasgow to be with the 
parents in the Algarve. 

Ransom Demand 

At the time of going to press, 
it appeared a thorough police 
search had still not been insti- 
gated. Meanwhile a Spanish TV 
news channel announced an exclu- 
sive in their 11am bulletin an- 
nouncing a 5 0 million pound ran- 
som had been received for the re- 
turn of Madeleine who is still safe 
and well. They reported the 
source of their information to be 
Scotland Yard.

New rules for organie food sector

European Union agriculture ministers 
have reached a political agreement on a 
new regulation on organic production 
and labelling, which will be simpler for 
both farmers and consumers. 


The new rules set out a eom- 
plete set of objeetives, principles 
and basic rules for organic pro- 
duction, and include a new per- 
manent import regime and a more 
consistent control regime. 

The use of the EU organic logo 
will be mandatory, but it can be 
accompanied by national or pri- 
vate logos. The place where the 
products were farmed has to be 
indicated to inform consumers. 

F ood will only be able to carry 
an organic logo if at least 95 per- 
cent of the ingredients are or- 
ganic. Butnon-organic products 
will be entitled to indicate organic 
ingredients on the ingredients list 
only. 

The use of genetically modi- 
fied organisms will remain pro- 
hibited. 

It will now be made explicit 
that the general limit of 0.9 per- 
cent for the accidental presence 


of authorised GMOs will also 
apply to organic products. There 
will be no changes in the list of 
authorised substances for organic 
farming. 

The new rules also create the 
basis for adding rules on organic 
aquaculture, wine, seaweed and 
yeasts. 

Mariann Fischer Boel, Com- 
missioner for Agriculture and 
Rural Development, said: “This 
is an excellent agreement which 
will help consumers to recognize 
organic products throughout the 
EU more easily and give them 
assurances of precisely what 
they are buying. Organic food is 
a successful and growing market 
and I hope that this new set of 
rules will provide the framework 
to allow this growth to continue 
- through a combination of mar- 
ket demand and the entrepreneur- 
ship of European farmers.”

among the 135 bankers, politi- 
cians, news media chiefs and in- 
dustrialists attending this year’ s 
meeting were Portugal’ s former 
prime minister Francisco Pinto 
Balsemao, who is now chairman 
and chief executive officer of 
Impresa, and Durao Barroso, 
president of the European Com- 
mission and also a former prime 
minister of Portugal. 

Other attendees were family 
members of the Rothschild and 
Rockefeller banking groups - 


Timothy Geithner, President of 
the Federal Reserve Bank, New 
York - Jorma Ollila, chairman 
Royal Dutch Shell - Henry 
Kissinger, adviser to US Presi- 
dent George W. Bush and pres- 
ently chairman of Kissinger As- 
sociates USA - Jean-Claude 
Trichet, governor of the European 
Central Bank- Peter Sutherland, 
chairman British Petroleum pic 
and also chairman of Goldman 


Sachs International - Martin 
Wolf, associate editor of The Fi- 
nancial Times.

He also said that delegates had 
agreed a “Law of the Sea Treaty”, 
whereby countries would surren- 
der the sovereignty of their seas 
to the United Nations.

Even though competition has grown immeasurabiy, Couto’s 
toothpaste, once known as Couto’s Medicinai Paste and responsibie 
for introducing the nation to orai hygiene habits, is stiii as popuiar as 
ever 75 years after its introduction. 


F irst aired on TV in the 1 970 ’ s 
under the slogan “it’s on every- 
body’s lips”, the advert showed 
Portugal how important oral hy- 
giene was for good overall health. 

Originally sold exelusively in 
pharmaeies, the paste is eurrently 
sold in supermarkets but is pro- 
dueed in limited quantities given 


the high quality of the produet 
and the range of other brands 
available. 

Now manufaeturing 500,000 
tubes a year, which for legal rea- 
sons had to lose the wording ‘me- 
dicinal’ , it is produced in a quan- 
tity that is less than half of what 
was distributed in 1998. 


Even so, 75 years after first 
hitting Portugal’s shelves, the 
paste remains popular and is still 
one of Portugal’ s best loved and 
most remembered products. To 
celebrate its anniversary a pic- 
ture of the tube this week made 
front page of a national newspa- 
per.

Joao Jardim said at the time 
he was standing down as presi- 
dent of the Regional Govern- 
ment to seek a fresh mandate in 
order to “face multiple new 
problems”.

As well as cutting funds to 
Portugal’ s autonomous regions, 
the new legislation is aimed at 
limiting debts run up by regional 
government and also prevents the 
Portuguese Treasury from taking 
on extra debt from the regions. 


Madeira wins battle with 
Lisbon over funding 

A court ruling has forced the Portuguese Government to transfer cash to 
the Madeiran regional government. Lisbon had said it would not hand it 
over due to Madeira incurring excessive loans. 


The Finance Ministry con- 
firmed this week that it had al- 
ready signed off the authorisa- 
tion to transfer the funds it froze 
at the end of last year. 

The Government was forced 
to go back on its decision after a 
ruling by the Funchal Adminis- 


trative and Fiscal Tribunal on 
June 6, saying Lisbon had to hand 
over 24. 6 million euros in regional 
funds to Madeira. 

Alberto Joao Jardim, head of 
the regional government in Ma- 
deira, hadresigned earlier thisyear 
in protest at the new law on re- 


Operation Global 
‘cleans up’ South 


A widespread police opera- 
tion that was conducted by 
more than 250 officers in the 
Algarve and Alentejoto ‘clear’ 
the regions of lighter crimes has 
resulted in the arrest of 23 indi- 
viduals, as well as the seizure 
of 540 doses of hashish. Police 
also confiscated cash of a mo- 
torist deemed to be travelling 
with ‘too much money. ’ 
Eightpeople were detained for 
drink-driving, three for disobe- 
dience, and seven for driving il- 
legally in the weekend operation. 

Two men were detained for 
drug trafficking and a further 
three for being in Portugal ille- 
gally. Ten of the detained are 
from the Algarve. 

The 20,000 euros seized in 
cash - the maximum legally per- 


mitted amount to be carried on 
one person is 10,000 euros - 
was found on a person traveling 
from Portalegre and was seized 
after being considered ‘aneco- 1 
nomic illegality’ . 

Three hundreds fines and 
warnings were issued, 93 of 
which in the Algarve, and five 
people were advised to leave the 
country voluntarily. 

In total, 4,500 vehicles were 
checked, 150 establishments, 
50 fishermen and 20 boats. The 
operation took place through - 1 
out Faro, Beja, Evora and 
Portalegre, namely on frontiers 
and borders. It was devised to 
coincide with the prolonged 
‘weekend’ that occurred fol-| 
lowing the 7‘'^ June national holi- 1 
day. 


Reviving Euro-Africa cooperation a priority for Lisbon 


Portugal hopes to use its 
upcoming European Union 
presidency to re-launch dia- 
logue and cooperation between 
the 27-nationbloc and Africa, a 
senior Lisbon official said. 

“We plan to organize a sec- 
ond EU-Africa summit at the 
end of the year in Lisbon, 


where we hope a new, global 
strategy, currently under nego- 
tiation, will be adopted”, said 
Manuel Lobo Antunes, the state 
secretary for European affairs, 
to the Western European Union 
inter-parliamentary forum in 
Paris. 

The December summit, Mr 


Lobo Antunes said, “reflects 
Portugal’s desire to re-launch 
cooperation with sub-Saharan 
Africa, to which it is linked by 
history, culture and geographical 
proximity”. 

The issues of “immigration, 
security, human rights, climate 
change and energy will be on the 


agenda of this dialogue”, he 
said, adding that Africa’s “cy- 
cle of poverty and conflict” 
must be broken with “funda- 
mental” help from Europe. 

“Follow-up mechanisms” 
would be needed to assure that 
summit decisions were imple- 
mented, he said. TPN/Lusa

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The head of the European Parliament’s Socialist bench has called 
on the bloc’s legislature to work “with speed” to aid the process of 
re-launching negotiations for a European treaty. 


German MEP Martin Schultz 
made the appeal Monday during 
a meeting of the European Social- 
ist Party ’ s leadership in Lisbon, 
which was attended by Portu- 
guese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates, the head of the ruling 
Socialist Party. 

Mr Schultz expressed his sup- 


port for the “general lines” of the 
upcoming Portuguese EU presi- 
dency that were presented by Mr 
Socrates, “above all in respect to 
the imperative of privileging 
trans-Atlantic relations, taking 
into account the Latin American 
sub-continent, especially Brazil”. 

Among other priorities, the 


Portuguese leader reiterated Lis- 
bon’ s commitment to use its 
presidency, starting July 1, to 
deal with the “reform of the Con- 
stitutional treaty, the new cycle 
of the Lisbon Strategy, and the 
reaffirmation of Europe in the 
world through a global policy”.

Tougher timeshare laws 



Worth over€10.5bn and sustaining more than 40,000 jobs, the 
timeshare industry is growing ever bigger. Buying the right to spend 
a fixed amount of time each year at a hoiiday destination, be it a 
house, boat or caravan, has proved an irresistibie bargain to many: 
85,000 new units come on the market every year, the European 
Commission reported this week on its officiai website. 


EU laws in place since 1994 
are now being updated to reflect 
the changing market. The new 
rules will cover new products 
such as discount holiday clubs, 
and boat and caravan 
timeshares. 

People buying into travel dis- 
count clubs - paying member- 
ship fees of up to €20,000 to ac- 
cess a booking site promising 
discounted air tickets and ac- 
commodation-will also be pro- 
tected. 

And protection is sorely 
needed, despite the presence of 
industry watchdogs. Stories 
abound like that of the French 
owners who paid over €9,500 to 


a Portuguese company which 
promised them €17,450 for their 
timesharing-weeks - yet they 
never received a penny. 

Mis-selling of such products is 
rife, with fraudsters approaching 
people in the street to offer spe- 
cial deals, some requiring illegal 
“maintenance fees”. 

People are being denied their 
rights, explains consumer com- 
missioner MeglenaKuneva, add- 
ing that the new rules establish a 
level playing field for business. 

People buying shares in houses 
aheady have the right to a cooling- 
off period of at least 1 0 days, dur- 
ing which it is illegal for down 
payments to be required and okay 


for them to change their minds 
about a contract. They are also 
entitled to accurate information 
about what they are buying. 

The new rules extend these 
minimum requirements to cover 
boats and caravans, contracts 
that last for less than three years 
andpeople selling or exchanging 
timeshares. 

“Long-term holiday prod- 
ucts” are sold under a bewilder- 
ing variety of contracts and 
names, from holiday discount 
clubs and international travel 
clubs to vacation exchange clubs. 
Whatever the format, anyone 
signing up for them will now be 
protected. 



Portugalnon-committal overlevel 
of Zimbabwe representation at

Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado has downplayed the issue of 
the level of sanction-hobbled Zimbabwe’s representation at the 
Europe-Africa summit Lisbon plans to host in December during its 
turn at the EU helm, saying all heads of state need not be present at 
the gathering. 


“I can’t think of a single sum- 
mit held between the European 
Union and another regional or- 
ganization where all the heads of 
state and government were 
presenf ’, Mr Amado told a news 
conference, when questioned on 
opposition from some European 
quarters to the participation of 
Zimbabwean President Robert 
Mugabe. 

“The summit is under prepa- 
ration”, Mr Amado said. “We are 
working above all on the meet- 
ing ’ s agenda with our European 
partners and with our African 
partners, and as to the question 
of specific participation, in time 
we’ll see who comes and who 


doesn’t come”. 

Last week, a British diplomatic 
source told Lusa that London 
wanted a “useful and produc- 
tive” summit and hoped that a 
compromise over Zimbabwe’s 
representation could be found. 

Britain headed the opposition 
to Harare’s participation in the 
Europe-Africa summit planned 
for 2003 in Portugal that aborted 
the initiative. 

The EU imposed selective 
sanctions, including a travel ban. 


on Zimbabwe’s leadership in 
2002 in protest over Harare’s 
human rights record. 

Mr Amado also said the 
upcoming Portuguese EU presi- 
dency would give “priority” to 
the paralyzed Middle East peace 
process, promising that one ofhis 
first trips abroad after Lisbon 
assumes the presidency on July 
1 would be to that conflict-ridden 
region in the company of the EU 
high representative Javier Solana.

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Emigrants the 
focus of Day of 
Portugal 


Portuguese President Cavaco Silva has 
cautioned the “state not to distance itself or 
to cease resolving the problems of 
emigrant communities”. The President’s 
comments were made on the eve of 
national day commemorations, also 
referred to as Cam5es Day or Portuguese 
Communities Day. 
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President Cavaco Silva has 
called on Portuguese Consulates 
scattered across the world to 
“ensure support structures” for 
emigrant communities. 

The President’s comments 
came as the government an- 
nounced massive price hikes in 
the cost of passports at Portu- 
guese consulates. 

In the traditional June 10'^" 
presidential address, The Presi- 
dent called on consulates to “keep 
Portuguese, Portuguese”, as “it 
is not always easy to keep ties 
with Portugal, affection and nos- 
talgia is not always enough to 
ensure the preservation of con- 
nections emigrants have with 
their origins. 

The President also stressed 
the need to encourage Portuguese 
emigrants to invest funds earned 
abroad in their country of birth. 
The President will be travelling 
to the United States at the end of 


the month, where he will be meet- 
ing with the large Portuguese 
communities residing inNewark, 
New Bedford and Boston. 
Following the presidential ad- 
dress, which the government said 
afterwards is “in exact accord- 
ance” with Mr Socrates’ position 
on expatriate communities, came 
news that the cost of issuing a 
Portuguese passport at consu- 
lates abroad has risen by 63 per- 
cent. 

The news was made official in 
this past Monday’s edition of 
the Government Gazette. 

A passport will now cost 70 
euros, up by 27 euros. 

Children aged under- 12 will 
now have to pay 50 euros for a 
passport, and senior citizens 
aged 65 and above will be asked 
to pay 60 euros. 

An ‘express’ passport will cost 
an extra 3 5 euros, while an ‘urgent’ 
one will cost 45 euros more.

The cost of acquiring Portu- 
guese nationality has also been in- 
flated. Previously, a ‘new’ citi- 
zen would have been asked to 
pay 92 euros for their first pass- 
ports, but will henceforth be re- 
quired to pay 175 euros. 

Visa costs will also sky- 
rocket. A transit visa has gone up 
from 1 0 to 60 euros, which is also 
the cost for a short-stay visa (one 
to 90 days). 
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Formula One, here I eome! 




A nine-year-old aspiring to become the world’s youngest Formula One driver hurtling around go-kart 
tracks in Portugal in excess of 100 kilometres an hour and leaving competitors more than twice his 
age lagging behind in the slow lane, is a rare occurrence. The Portugal News investigates. 


Having a son so young who 
regularly outstrips older rivals is 
enough to make any mum and dad 
proud, more espeeially that it is 
very mueh on the eards, that one 
day he will be j oining the ranks of 
Bemie Ecelestone’s Formula 
One motor raeing Grand Prix eir- 
euit. 

Fingers crossed, Julie and Pe- 
ter Griffiths are willing their son 
Ryan on to “follow his dream” of 
becoming the world’s youngest 
ever Grand Prix driver, even 
though they know that the sport 
is growing in popularity and at- 
tracting more and more young- 
sters each year. 

“He is nine-years-old and al- 
ready representing Portugal’s 
national go-kart Cadets team 
(under- 16s), and attracting the 
attention of several would-be 


sponsors and talent scouts from 
Grand Prix car racing syndicates,” 
Julie told me. 

The “pit-mum”, as she de- 
scribes herself, explains that even 
though Ryan is in the early stages 
of his racing career he is already 
more than looking forward to 
progressing from Go-Karting to 
A 1 racing through to Grand Prix 
2 and eventually Formula One. 

Indeed, driving for Portugal in 
a recent international go-kart 
event in Oporto his skills so at- 
tracted the attention of the owner 
of A1 racing, Tony Teixeira, that 
he was invited to fly back to the 
Algarve in the tycoon’s private 
jet airliner. 

Ryan is also under the spy- 
glass of Dino Di Geralamno, 
president of the Italian firm that 
built the youngster’s Topcart 


vehicle equipped with a Comer 
engine. During the past six 
months, Di Geralamno has made 
several trips from Italy to watch 
Ryan compete, at both club and 
international levels in tourna- 
ments held across Portugal, in- 
cluding race venues in Braga and 
Leiria. 

At club level, Ryan races for 
the Algarve-based Sul-Kart team 
in Almancil, which he joined in 
early 2006 after returning with 
his mum, dad and younger sister 
Jessica from Australia where the 
family had lived for nearly a year . 

Before being selected to race 
for Sul-Kart he had to pass a set 
of stringent driving exams in- 
cluding speed tests, manoeu- 
vring skills and the ability to 
maintain self-control when un- 
der pressure from other drivers. 


During the speed tests he made 
light of the 43 -second target of 
completing one circuit of the 
track finishing in 3 8 seconds and 
is now competing with drivers 
as old as 21. 

His first experience of go- 
karting was in Melbourne down- 
under when he was eight, and 
within a matter of days he was 
being describedby his peers and 
track owners as “a natural” as he 
took on 14-year-olds and more 
than held his own. 

Ryan described how his love 
ofFormula One racing inspires his 
every waking moment. He idol- 
ises the Schumacher brothers and 
has set his heart on following in 
the footsteps of Lewis Hamil- 
ton, currently Britain’ s youngest 
ever Formula One driver who 
made his way to the top flight via 
go-karting. 

Julie told me that the stringent 
health and safety measures em- 
ployed by the go-kart racing in- 
dustry, are more than sufficient 
to allay any fears she and her hus- 
band might have of anything un- 
toward happening to Ryan in 
what is now an extremely com- 
petitive sport. 

“You wouldn’t believe the 
lengths the organisers go to in 
ensuring that drivers are pro- 
tected at all costs - if s unbeliev- 
able but most necessary,” she 
said. 

Ryan’s Portuguese birth cer- 
tificate allows him to drive for 
Portugal, but would not dis- 


qualify him from at some time in 
the future representing Britain as 
he also holds a British passport. 

But right now, with the esca- 
lating expense of hiring mechan- 
ics, race entry fees and all the other 
overheads associated with the 
sport - just one race can cost as 


much as 2,500 euros to enter - 
Ryan’ s mum and dad are hoping 
that sooner rather than later, a 
sponsor will venture forth to 
help such a talented youngster 
achieve his ambition of reaching 
the top in the world ofFormula 
One racing. 
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Further steps towards 
the Single European Sky 

a The European Commission reported this week that it has adopted new 
rules for more interoperability between air traffic management (ATM) 
systems in Europe. 


This increased cooperation 
aims to set common technical 
and procedural rules and thereby 
remove barriers to the harmo- 
niseduse of ATM systems. The 
new legislation complements 
two regulations adopted last 
year in order to modernise air 
traffic management systems 
within the Single European Sky. 

Vice-President Jacques 
Barrot, Commissioner for 
Transport said: “This legal in- 
strument is another milestone in 
the implementation of the Sin- 
gle Sky, as it supports the coor- 
dinated introduction of a new 
technical solution in air traffic 
management systems through- 
out Europe.” 

The new regulation on ‘flight 
message transfer protocol’ will 
allow the use of internet proto- 
col in communication systems 
between air traffic control 
units. 

These communication sys- 
tems support the coordination 


procedures between air traffic 
control units, as laid down in the 
‘ coordination and transfer’ regu- 
lation and between air traffic 


services units and controlling 
military units, in line with the 
‘ flexible use of airspace ’ regula- 
tion.

Founded in Great Britain in 
1 956 by the Duke of Edinburgh, 
the award - a programme that 
aims to ehallenge and develop 
new skills amongst young peo- 
ple - was introdueed to Portugal 
by the Duke ofBragau9a, in 1 987.

Switzerland says Portuguese 
border technology is the best 


Switzerland has informed the 
European Union that it plans to 
join the bloc’s free-movement 
Schengen zone through the use of 
the Portuguese-developed 
“SISone4all” data system. 

Swiss officials announced the 
move at a meeting in Luxembourg 
of the Schengenjoint committee, 
which gathers justice and interior 


ministers from the EU, Norway, 
Iceland and Switzerland, which 
shares borders with four EU 
member states. 

The Swiss decision to adopt 
the transitional Portuguese data 
system means it can join the 
Schengen area without waiting 
for the conclusion of the group ’ s 
delayed SIS II system, which is 


expected to be operational to- 
wards the end of next year. 

The “SISone4all” system, de- 
veloped by Portugal ’ s immigra- 
tion and border service SEE and 
Portuguese company Critical 
Software, was adopted by the 
Schengen group as a transitional 
system last December.

Libyan Foreign Minister Abdu Ramhan 
Shalgam has called on Portugal’s largest

Speaking in Lisbon this week 
after talks with Portuguese coun- 
terpart Luis Amado, Libya’ s top 
diplomat said there was “a per- 
fect understanding” between his 
country and Portugal.

Lisbon, New 
Delhi seek 
stronger ties 


Macao wants to be 
hub between Pan- 
Pearl River region, 

Lusophone bloc 

The Special Administrate Region of Macao is strongly 
committed to undertaking the role of a hub to stimulate 
economic relations between the 11 members of the 
Pan-Pearl River Delta and the Portuguese-speaking 
world, the territory’s leader has said. 


Chief Executive Edmund Ho 
was addressing the 4th F omm for 
Cooperation and Development 
in the Pan-Pearl River Delta 
(PPRD), gathering representa- 
tives fromFujian, Jiangxi, Hunan, 
Guangdong, Guangxi, Hainan, 
Sichuan, Guizhou and Yunnan, 
plus Macao and Hong Kong, the 
so-called “9+2” group. 

Mr Ho recalled that the 
Beij ing government created the 
F omm for Economic and Trade 
Cooperation between China 
and Portuguese Language 
Countries in 2003 “as an impor- 
tant strategy of global diplo- 
macy to take advantage of 
Macao’s historic, cultural and 
linguistic connections with the 
Portuguese-speaking world”. 

“Macao has spared no ef- 
forts, responding to the guide- 
lines and wishes of the central 
government, to fulfill its func- 
tion as a hub and provide a mar- 
ket with major potential for 


economic development to the 
members of the PPRD fomm”, 
added Mr Ho, noting: “Total 
trade between China and Por- 
tuguese-speaking countries has 
risen from a value of US$ 10 
billion in2003 to US$ 30 billion 
today”. 

The Macao government has 
made great efforts to promote 
quality of local services to 
members of the PPRD fomm to 
allow easier entry into 
Lusophone markets and con- 
solidate the territory’s role as 
an intermediary”, said Ho. 

He also underscored that his 
government is working to brief 
media on the territory ’ s role as 
a hub between China and the 
eight-state Lusophone bloc, in 
addition to raising awareness 
over the special functions of the 
China-Lusophone Fomm for 
Economic and Trade Coopera- 
tion, based in Macao. TPN/

Portugal and India have 
discussed the possibility of 
“triangular cooperation” 
with Angola in the oil and 
diamond sectors and 
announced their intention 
to collaborate in 
infrastructure, energy and 
agro-industry projects. 

The scenario for broad bilat- 
eral cooperation was announced 
Monday after talks in Lisbon 
between Portugal’s No. 2 diplo- 
mat, Joao Gomes Cravinho, and 
India’ s visiting vice-minister for 
foreign affairs, Anand Sharma. 

At a joint news conference. 
Gomes Cravinho, the state sec- 
retary for foreign affairs and co- 
operation, said New Delhi had 
expressed interest in teaming up 
with Portugal in Angola’ s oil and 
diamond sectors. 

Sharma said there were “good 
possibilities of developing areas” 
of bilateral cooperation in infra- 
stmcture projects, IT and other 
technology, energy and environ- 
ment projects. 

Beyond bilateral cooperation, 
Sharma underlined the impor- 
tance of Portugal’ s upcoming EU 
presidency and New Delhi’s 
hopes for stronger trade and in- 
vestment links with Europe. 

Gomes Cravinho said “highly 
technical negotiations” were 
underway to build an EU-India 
“strategic partnership”. 

He noted that Portuguese 
President Anibal Cavaco Silva 
had visited India in January and 
the Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
would travel to New Delhi in 
November.

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India: the price 
of choice 

■ Choices usually involve a price, but 
people persist in believing that they 
can avoid paying it. That’s what the 
Indian government thought when it 
joined the American alliance system 
in Asia in 2005, but now the price is 
clear: China is claiming the whole 
Indian state of Arunachal Pradesh, 
some 83,000 sq. km. (32,000 sq. mi.) 
of mountainous territory in the 
eastern Himalayas containing over a 
million people. 


China has claimed Arunachal 
Pradesh for a century: during the 
Sino-Indian border war of 1 962 
Chinese troops briefly occupied 
most of the state before 
withdrawing and inviting India 
to resume negotiations. 
However, most Indians thought 
the dispute had been more or 
less ended during Chinese 
premier Wen Jiabao’s visit to 
New Delhi in April 2005, when 
the two sides agreed on 
“political parameters” for 
settling both the Arunachal 
Pradesh border dispute and 
another in the western 
Himalayas. 

Indians assumed that the new 
“political parameters” meant 
that China would eventually 
recognise India’s control of 
Arunachal Pradesh. In return, 
India would accept China’s 
control of the Aksai Chin, a high- 
altitude desert of some 38,000 
sq. km. (14,000 sq. mi.) next to 
Kashmir. And that might 
actually have happened, in the 
end — if India had not signed 
what amounts to a military 
alliance with the United States. 
Informed Indians knew perfectly 
well that Wen Jiabao ’ s visit was 
a last-minute attempt to 
persuade India not to sign a ten- 
year military cooperation 
agreement with the United 
States. Two months later Pranab 
Mukherj ee, then India’ s foreign 
minister, went to Washington 
and signed the thing. Yet most 
people inNew Delhi managed to 
convince themselves that Wen’ s 
concessions during his visit were 
not linked to India’s decision 
about the American alliance. 

In June 2006 1 spent two weeks 
in New Delhi interviewing 
Indian analysts and policy- 
makers about India’s strategic 
relations with the U S and China. 
With few exceptions, their 
confidence that India could 
“manage” China’ s reaction to its 
American alliance was still very 
high. “India knows what it is 
doing,” insisted Prem Shankar 



Jha, former editor of the 
Hindustan Times, citing 
confidential sources close to 
Prime Minister Singh. “It is not 
going to make China an enemy. ” 
On the face of it, India got a very 
good deal in the lengthy 
negotiations that led up to the 
military cooperation agreement. 
It got access not just to current 
US military technology but to 
the next generation of American 
weapons (with full technology 
transfer). The Indian military 
are predicted to buy $30 billion 
of US hardware and software in 
the next five years. They got all 
sorts of joint training deals, 
including US Navy instruction 
for Indian carrier pilots. And 
Washington officially forgave 
India for testing nuclear 
weapons in 1998. 

This was the only part of the deal 
that got much attention in 
Washington, where the Bush 
administration waged a long 
struggle (only recently 
concluded) to get Congress to 
end US sanctions against 
exporting nuclear materials and 
technologies to India. Stressing 
the military aspects of the new 
relationship would only rile the 
Chinese, who would obviously 
conclude that it was directed 
against them. Especially since 
America’s closest allies in the 
Asia-Pacific region, Japan and 
Australia, have also now started 
forging closer military relations 
with India. 

It took a while, but China was 
bound to react. Last November, 
just before President Hu Jintao ’ s 
first visit to India, the Chinese 
ambassador firmly stated that 
“the entire state (of Arunachal 
Pradesh) is a part of China.” 
This took New Delhi by 
surprise, defence analyst Uday 
Bhaskar told the Financial 
Times last week: “The Indians 
had taken the (2005) political 
parameters (for negotiating the 
border issue) as Chinese 
acceptance of the status quo.” 
They should have known better. 
It’s mostly petty irritants so far, 
but they accumulate over time. 
Last month, for example, Indian 
Navy ships took part in joint 
exercises with the US and 
Japanese navies in the western 
Pacific, several thousand 
kilometres (miles) from home 
and quite close to China’s east 
coast. Admiral Sureesh Mehta, 
chief of naval staff, said the 
exercise had “no evil intent,” 
and two Indian warships also 
spent a day exercising with the 
Chinese navy to take the curse 
off it — but Beijing knows

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Congo political leader to stay in 
Portugal, but says no to asylum

Congolese opposition leader Jean- 
Pierre Bemba, whose 60-day 
authorisation to stay in Portugal ended 
on Monday, plans to stay in Portugal 
rather than return to the Congo as 
planned, but will not seek political 
asylum, according to his press officer. 


Mawise Musanganga told 
Lusa that the Democratic Repub- 
lic of Congo politician, elected as 
a Kinshasa senator after losing 
landmark presidential polls in 
2006, was not going home as there 
are “no security guarantees” for 
his safe return. 

Mr Bemba, granted a two- 
month leave of absence by the 
Senate to seek medical treatment 
in Portugal, is in “good health”, 
added Mr Musanganga. 

The Congolese opposition 
leader will not seek asylum in Por- 
tugal because “he has nothing to 


do in Europe but much to do in the 
Congo”, his press secretary said. 

Mr Bemba left the Congo on 
April 1 1 after being holed up for 
nearly three weeks in South Af- 
rica’ s embassy in Kinshasa after 
his bodyguards clashed with 
army troops in March. 

The Congolese oppositionist, 
considered to be one of his coun- 
try’ s richest men with a fortune 
estimated at hundreds of millions 
of dollars, has a home in the Al- 
garve. He arrived in Portugal with 
his wife and five children in his 
private jetliner. TPN/Lusa

Europe-Brazil ‘strategic 
partnership ’ likely in force next 
year - Portuguese Ambassador 



The “strategic partnership” planned between the European Union and 
Brazil should be implemented next year, following Portugal’s turn in the 
EU presidency, Lisbon’s ambassador to Brasilia said. 


“Discussion of the bilateral 
doeument defining the seope of 
the EU-Brazil strategie partner- 
ship should take months”. Am- 
bassador Franeiseo Seixas da 
Costa told Lusa, noting that a 
similar seheme with India took 
two years. 

“But I believe that the partner- 
ship with Brazil ean take effeet 
next year”, he said, adding that the 


final European proposal eould be 
eoneluded by July 4, when the 
EU-Brazil summit takes plaee in 
Lisbon. 

“The Brazilian government 
will respond to this doeument 
later, but the prineiple of the stra- 
tegie partnership will be en- 
shrined on July 4”, Mr Seixas da 
Costa said. 

The Portuguese-sponsored 


initiative will raise Brazil’ s rela- 
tions, with the EU to a level simi- 
lar to that enj oyed by the United 
States, Canada, China, Japan and 
India. 

“No one pays more attention 
to Brazil’ s interest in the EU than 
Portugal”, the ambassador said, 
adding that Lisbon also wanted 
to re-foeus Europe ’ s attention on 
all Latin Ameriea. TPN/Lusa

Portugal-China cooperation in Africa

Oeiras triathlon 


A mega police operation that 
involved 1 ,900 officers and took 
place last weekend throughout 
Lisbon, in the regions of central 
Lisbon, Cascais, Oeiras, 
Amadora, Vila Franca de Xira, 
Torres Vedras, Sintra, Odivelas 
and Loures, saw ninety-nine 
drivers arrested for breaking vari- 


ous vehicle-related laws. 

Taking place from 19h00 to 
OVhOO, targeting drivers, public 
transportation and night enter- 
tainment venues, more than 

5 .200 vehicles were checked and 

3 .200 people were breathalysed, 
with 200 of these found to be over 
the limit. 


Forty-seven drivers were de- 
tained for the excessive amount 
of alcohol in their bloodstreams, 
1 5 were detained for not having a 
driver’s license, 10 for being in 
possession of drugs, five for diso- 
bedience, two for being in pos- 
session of an illegal weapon, and 
two for assaulting police officers. 

Around 280 fines for lack of 
insurance, MOT inspections, 
and other offences were issued. 

Inspections at nightclubs and 
bars resulted in 200 charges be- 
ing brought, mainly for surpass- 
ing closing times, lack of respec- 
tive licenses, matters of private 
security, and selling tobacco and 
alcohol to minors.

different airline. 

Captain Cmz dos Santos, of the 
Portuguese Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation, also explained “not all of 
the passengers could travel as one 
of the emergency exits was 
blocked” and denied that, should 
a door burst open during a flight, 
the lives of passengers would be 
at risk. 

“All precautions are taken to 
ensure that never happens, but if 
the aircraft is tired, it could. If a 
door opens mid- flight, explosive 
depressurization happens. If 
people are sat in their seats with 
their safety belts fastened, they 
won’t be sucked out like you see 
onthemovies. The cabin will be- 
come cold and misty, but lives are 
not at risk”, he said, before add- 
ing, “Depressurization is very 
rare”.

Door problems leave Vueling 
passengers fuming 


Only 30 of more than 1 00 pas- 
sengers booked on a Lisbon-Ma- 
drid flight with Spanish airline 
Vueling were allowed to make the 
journey after problems with one of 
the aircraft’s front doors led the 
pilot to seal off the entire left side 
ofthe airbus 320. 

Passengers who did complete 
the journey were assured by the 
captain that there was no reason to 
be alarmed and thatall safety meas- 
ures were being followed. 

Flight operator Vueling also 
guaranteed thatthe absence ofpas- 
sengers on the left side of the plane 
would not cause weight imbal- 
ances, and that there were seven 
other emergency exits on the air- 
craft. 


Concerns were raised when the 
first passengers to board the plane 
was asked to wait on the tarmac 
with their luggage. They were 
promptly escortedback inside the 
terminal building, where they 
waited for over an hour before re- 
ceiving the information only 30 
passengers would be making the 
journey that evening. 

Boarding with mixed feelings, 
those 30 passengers then endured 
a further hour’ s delay whilst wait- 
ing for a free landing slot inMadrid. 

It was also reported that the air- 
craft in question was only allowed 
to make the flight as it traveled at 
an altitude of 10,000 feet (3000 
kilometers), an altitude that is ‘ ac- 
ceptable’ for a Lisbon-Madrid

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Ride the Algarve Way 


They did it! The unseasonably 
hot weather, a greater number of 
participants and a wider range of 
rider capabilities all combined to 
make this a more challenging ride 
than the previous two. However, 
this was supposed to be a testing 
ride to really make our sponsor- 
ship well earned. 

Twenty horses and riders left 
Alcoutim on May 14* and sev- 
enteen horses and riders finally 
completed the 240km stretch to 
Cape St Vincent days later. The 
heat was perhaps the greatest 
battle to conquer. A good supply 
ofwater for both horses and rid- 
ers was vital but not always easy 
to supply. Although there were 
plenty of flowing streams, the 
riding team also covered many 
dry areas where water had to be 
supplied by the back-up team. 

A challenge like this does not 
come without some setbacks and 
the ride proved no different. The 
first equine accident occurred 
even before the start where the 
grey mare Runa slipped a shoe on 
the tarmac and her rider was 
forced to spend the morning in the 
back-up vehicle whilst a replace- 
ment was collected from Lagos. 
At lunch time one of the horses 
fell ill and was “trailered off’ to 
the vet. Throughout the ride 
there were a number of enforced 
changes of mount, some only 
temporary, as a result of heat ex- 
haustion or lameness. No lasting 
damage though, all horses soon 
returned back to normal ! 

Whilst the first couple of days 


were challenging for those not ac- 
customed to sitting in the saddle 
for 7 hours a day, no one really 
felt the exhaustion kick in until 
day 4, which in turn claimed to 
be one of the hardest days thanks 
to incredible temperatures of 
well into 30 degrees Celcius. The 
route between Messines and 
Monchique had some long and 
arduous hills. The back-up team 
spent their day running around 
trying to find water sources for 
the horses. At the start of the day 
one horse took fright at a fallen 
wheelbarrow and the rider lost her 
balance. An ambulance had to be 
summoned, and although luckily 
there were no broken bones, it did 
mean the end of the journey for 
the unlucky rider, who spent 
days with severe bruising and a 
few stitches. 

Day five proved equally chal- 
lenging, with the stifling heat and 
55km to cover, it required 10 
hours in the saddle. In compen- 
sation however, the long and 
sunny days showed the Algarve 
hinterland at its best. The spring 
flowers were all out, the country 
side still verdant, stunning views 
and the villages alive, scrubbed 
and clean for the 
summer. . .wonderful enough to 
make everyone forget about their 
sore backsides and aching legs for 
just a little while. At the end of 
every day, to revive flagging bod- 
ies and spirits, there was always 
a great dinner and an inexhaust- 
ible supply of wine provided by 
one of our many generous spon-

The final day was cooler and 
shorter. The walk along the west 
coast beach refreshed the riders

garve to loud applause. It proved 
to be an emotional moment for 
many riders, as most have a close 
relationship to one or both of the 
charities. An amazing feat to 
achieve and both the PSP Foun- 
dation and Riding for the Disabled 
in the Algarve will benefit tre- 
mendously from this team effort. 
PSP (Progressive Supranuclear 
Palsy) is a degenerative disease 
which, in its early stages, is simi- 
lar to Parkinson’s. The average 
life expectancy from the onset of 
PSP is 6 or 7 years, during which 
time the affected person will suf- 
fer from symptoms including fall- 
ing; difficulty in walking and in 
swallowing food; and drastic 
mood swings and changes in be- 
haviour. Little funding is avail- 
able for research into this harrow- 
ing and - so far- always fatal dis- 
ease. Riding for the Disabled at 
Pinetrees riding centre 
(Almancil) and QPA riding cen- 
tre in Bensafrim, has proved to 
benefit people of all ages, but 
particularly children, with a va- 
riety of physical and mental dis- 
abilities, as they are encouraged 
to ride. The emotional interaction 
with the pony, the physical co- 
ordination required and the chal- 
lenge of conquering anew skill can 
all provide tremendous stimuli to 
the rider. 

None of this would have been 
achieved without the help of 
many individuals and many com- 
panies. Without the generous 
sponsorship received this ride 
would not have beenpossible. We 
congratulate the riders and most 
of all their equine friends who car- 
ried them all this way. The back

Eightnew social 
centres for Faro 


Faro city hall has recently an- 
nounced that the municipality is 
soon to have eight new social 
centers, amongst which will be 
day care centers, homes for the 
elderly and infants’ creches, rep- 
resenting an investment of five 
million euros. 

Faro City 
Hall confirmed the go-ahead of 
the new infrastructures and ex- 
plained how they would in- 
crease present availability in 
such establishments by up to 30 
per cent. A day centre for

projects that will be given life 
through the PARES II program, 
an investment fund that aims to 
expand and improve social wel- 
fare throughout the region. 

Faro’s Santa Casa da 
Misericordia will benefit from a 
new elderly persons’ home and 
home care services, and creches 
are to be built in Santa Barbara 
de Nexe, Vale da Amoreira, 
Montenegro, and Gambelas at 
the Algarve University.

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Dangerous dog raid in

Members of the Faro GNR 
Environmental and Nature 
Proteetion Squad (SEPNA) 
earried out random eheeks on 
dogs in the Eastern Algarve, 
that are classified by law to be 
dangerous or potentially dan- 
gerous.

Faro airport 
traffic on the up 


A ten per cent increase in air- 
craft movement figures was reg- 
istered in F aro airport this May, 
in comparison to May 2006, 
said airport authorities ANA. 

A rise in passenger figures 
was also registered. 

The UK still brings in the 
most number of passengers to 
the region, showing an increase 
of 12.7 per cent in flights and 


13.7 per cent in passengers, re- 
inforcing its title as the region’ s 
most significant market and 
strongest driving force for 
growth. 

Ireland has also shown 
healthily growing figures, as 
well as Spain, mainly thanks to 
the airlines new Faro-Madrid 
low-cost route, operating since 
November 2006. 


Hotel sales go up 

In comparison to last year’s figures, this year’s month of 
May has shown an increase of 6.9 per cent in hotel sales, 
said the Hotel and Tourist Resort Association of the 
Algarve, AHETA. 


The overall average for room 
occupancy figures in May this 
year was also superior to that 
of May 2006, having shown a 
rise of 1 ,3 percentual points, de- 
spite the number of people oc- 
cupying rooms being slightly 
less than last year, suffering a 


loss of 1,8 percent. 

Geographically, Faro, 
Tavira, MonteGordo, 

Albufeira, Lagos and Sagres 
showed the most significant rise 
in figures, with Portimao and 
Praia da Rocha having the low- 
est.

Algarve Way trail will have seen 
that beyond the Funeho and Arade 
Dams there are kilometres ofbar- 
ren, unpopulated and unforested 
hills - for eertain REN ean find a 
narrow eorridor in that area to take 
their power lines down to the new 
Portimao substation. It is a trag- 
edy that they have ehosen a south- 
ern eorridor affeeting The Algarve 
Way route and going straight 
through a populated area of out- 
standing beauty, whieh is not 
only rieh in arehaeological sites, 
but has a truly amazing variety of 
bird speeies. 

I live in Vale Fuzeiros not far 
from deep, afforested valleys, one 
of whieh is ealled V ale de Aguia 
(Eagle Valley).

by home owners wanting to ex- 
tend the repayment periods of 
their mortgages in order to afford 
their monthly obligations. 

As a means of eompensating 
spiralling interest rates, banks are 
eneouraging first-time home 
buyers or those in their 20s to pay 
of their mortgages until they are 
80. 

State owned Caixa Geral de 
Depositos (CCD), reeently un- 
veiled a produet whereby a 60- 
year old ean take out a loan for 20 
years, while a 20-year old eould 
apply for one over 60 years, en- 
suring that repayments stay fixed 
for the duration of the eontraet in 
order to safeguard eustomers 
against future interest rate hikes. 

Other banks have indieated 
they will follow the example set 
by CCD. 

The Bank of Portugal, in its 
annual report, meanwhile ex- 
plains other faetors, exeluding 
soaring interest rates, have raised 
its eoneems over the abilities of 
families to maintain their eurrent 
standard of living. 

It eautions that the increasing 
unemployment rate and instabil- 
ity in the workplace are also fuel- 
ling rising bad debt. This is cou- 
pled with the fact that many fami- 
lies had agreed to delay the start 
off loan repayments by between 
six and 12 months in contracts 
signed last year, with the negative 
effects of these deals now being 
felt by consumers. 

The year-on-year increase in 
credit granted by banks remains 
high, with the Bank saying it has 
consistently been above ten per- 
cent over the past 1 8 months. 

The number of home loan ap- 
plications were down, but their 
value was higher in 2006 when 
compared with 2005. 

There was also a rise in the 
number of ordinary cash loan re- 
quests, which in many cases were 
used as an easy way out of meet- 
ing outstanding mortgage repay- 
ments and mounting credit card 
bills. 

Another disturbing finding by 
the Bank is that Portuguese now 
owe 124 percent of their dispos- 
able income. In other words, the 
average Portuguese family owes 
banks 24 percent more than wat 
they earn. 

Quick calculations show that 
home loan repayments on a prop- 
erty of €150,000 over 30 years 
have risen by more than €100 
since December 2005 . 

With analysts predicting inter- 
est rates will reach at least 4.5 
percent by the end of the year, the 
owner of the above property will 
be paying €1 10 a month more 
when compared with current re- 
payments. 

Meanwhile, latest available 
figures illustrate that debt to 
banks has doubled since 2000, 
totalling€l 16.6billionbytheend 
ofFebruary. Seven years earlier, 
this figure represented 47 per- 
cent of the wealth created by the 
country, but has soared since and 
now corresponds to 74.8 percent 
of the Gross Domestic Product. 

Last year alone, debt was ris- 
ing by a staggering €1.67 million 
an hour (up by 14.8 percent in 
relation to 2005) and experts pre- 
dict this figure has probably in- 
creased again the first six months 
of this year. 

The 101.1 percent rise in debt 
the past seven years, according 
to the Bank of Portugal, is mostly 
attributed to mortgages, though 
personal loans have also gained a 
larger slice of the market. 


Debt arising from mortgages 
has escalated by 113.6 percent 
since 2000, while personal loans 
climbed 79.9 percent over the 
same period. Bad debt, mean- 
while, has increasedby 82.8 per- 
cent the past seven years. 

Seven years ago, when the 
GDP was worth € 1 22 billion, the 
country only needed to work just 
under six months to cover its 
debts to banks. Based on the cur- 
rent GDP (€155 billion), it now 
takes around nine months of la- 
bour to pay off banks. 

According to the Observatory 
for Debt, families are set to have 
become even more entrenched 
with debts, indicating that the 
months of April and May are tra- 
ditionally the months when fami- 
lies find it hardest to keep to their 
commitments. 

The Observatory suggests 
that consumers do not take on 
credit superior to 40 percent of 
their net income. 

While Individual Voluntary 
Arrangements (IVA) have been 
available to Portuguese consum- 
ers since last year, there are as yet 
no clear statistics as to how many 
private individuals have taken the 
route of declaring themselves in- 
solvent in order to alleviate their 
bad debts. 

Meanwhile, a European Com- 
mission report corroborates the 
findings made by the Bank of 
Portugal and shows that the ma- 
jority of Portuguese wage earn- 
ers are finding it increasingly dif- 
ficult to pay their bills without 
recourse to state aid or getting 
deeper in debt. 

According to a survey by the 
Commission’s statistics agency 
Eurostat, the average declared 
household annual income in Por- 
tugal was only 6,000 euros dur- 
ing 2003. 

People living in the central re- 
gions of Portugal were left with 
nothing after paying for their 
monthly rent, mortgage, food 
bills and other household neces- 
sities. 

In the northern regions of Por- 
tugal, and also the Algarve, the 
picture was a little brighter with 
households holding on to 1 0 per 
cent of their monthly income af- 
ter settling up their bills. 

People living in the Alentejo 
central region are the most hard- 
done-by when it comes to count- 
ing the number of centimes left 
over at the end of each month. In 
fact, according to the survey, the 
greater maj ority of households in 
the region have nothing left after 
paying their bills. 

Indeed, each household in the 
Alentejo lays out on average the 
equivalent of 1 03 . 8 per cent of its 
wages on bills. It relies on state 
handouts to fund the 3 . 8 per cent 
monthly deficit and also gamers 
the equivalent of a further 36.2 
per cent of its monthly income in 
government aid. 

Commenting on the situation 
in the Alentejo and other poorer 
regions in the European Union, 
the report said: “The results of 
the survey show that the income 
of private households is supple- 
mented to a considerable extent 
by general government transfers 
which in the old 1 5-EU member 
states now account for between 
20 to 40 per cent of disposable 
income” in the majority of re- 
gions. 

Social benefits in most areas of 
Portugal make up nearly 20 per 
cent of income, according to the 
survey, but this figure jumps to 
40 per cent in the Alentejo.

Don’t worry, be happy 


W e all worry but have you ever 
thought about taking five years 
off to sit and worry about your 
health, your income, your kids or 
the state of the country? 

It may stress you out even fur- 
ther to learn that you are in effect 
already taking that astonishing 
amount of time out to fret, 
mostly about personal prob- 
lems. 

New research reveals that the 
average Briton is spending five 
years, two months in a lifetime 
worrying - which amounts to one 
hour, 46 minutes daily, and 27 
days yearly. 

The biggest worriers live in the 
N orth East of England, with twice 
the national average describing 
themselves as ‘extremely wor- 
ried’, but you’re least likely to 
worry if you live in Wales or the 


Southwest, according to the re- 
search by advice website 
ReallyWorried.com 

Unfortunately, the majority 
believe our worries are increasing 
and predictably perhaps, women 
spend an extra five weeks of their 
lives stressing compared to men. 

One in 20 women is ‘ex- 
tremely worried’, but surpris- 
ingly teenagers are the biggest 
worriers, with an alarming one in 
1 0 worrying for 1 2 hours a day. 

Phillip Hodson, a Fellow of 
the British Association for 
Counselling and Psycho- 
therapy, says: “Although wor- 
rying has long been known as 
our national obsession it’s 
alarming to learn just how many 
people are chronic worriers, 
particularly as worrying is a 
central part of all anxiety orders 


and most depression.” 

That’ s confirmed by statistics 
suggesting that 26 million have 
fallen ill due to worry. All too 
often people fail to seekhelp with 
their problems, with 28% of Brit- 
ons bottling them up, and one in 
50 driven to talk to their pets. 
Only one in 3 0 seeks professional 
help. 

Hodson advises: “Talking 
your worries through with some- 
one - whether a friend, family or 
a professional - can be an enor- 
mous help and help people put 
things into perspective. That’s 
what people are finding so hard, 
and it means they can’t take ef- 
fective action to solve them. 
Worry is the paralysing emotion 
that leaves us like rabbits trapped 
staring into the headlights.” 

He believes that one of the 


causes of worry is that in general 
people have unrealistic expecta- 
tions of their lives. “There’s a 
belief nowadays that we are en- 
titled to fame, success and a gen- 
eral trend to constantly compare 
ourselves with others. Conse- 
quently people become over- 
anxious and stressed and dissat- 
isfied as they desperately try to 
reach goals which for many are 
unattainable. 

“It might be better to recog- 
nise that a lot of life can be bor- 
ing, hard work and if s more ful- 
filling to enjoy the small pleas- 
ures and life’s journey.” 

Richard Rubin’ s chronic wor- 
rying inspired him to found the

: : W omen outstrip men in wor- 
rying, and fret about the cost of 
living, ageing, and their partner 
cheating (11% vs 5%). 

Men worry more about social 
issues like immigration and are 
twice as worried about sex as 
women (15% vs 7% women) ! 

:: Parents worry most whether 
their child is being bullied or tak- 
ing drugs. 

: : Retired Brits are the group 
least likely to spend time worry- 
ing - a quarter say they never 
worry at all. 

TOP WORRIES 

:: Top worries are personal 
health, outgoings and income, 
closely followed by crime, the 
cost of living, terrorism and chil- 
dren’ s future. Bottom of the list 
are social issues like racism and 
prejudice and losing national 
identity. 

: : Most of us worry in bed on 
Mondays, while Tuesday is the 
most worry-free day, and mid- 
aftemoons are when we ’re most 
likely to forget our troubles. 
WORRY AWAY STRATEGY 

Professor Michael Crawford, 
former programme director of 
Counselling & Psychotherapy at 
Leicester University, says: “Nip 
your worries in the bud. Try and 
deal with each worry head on - 
don’t let them dominate every 
day, week and month.” 


SHARE: Reveal your worries by 
talking to a trusted friend and 
discuss them, or use a website 
such as ReallyWorried.com. 
Don’t be afraid to seek 
professional help if you feel 
unable to cope with your worries. 

Crawford says: “Writing 

down worries is extremely help- 
ful. First, try and break them 
down into parts, ranking the 
worries in order of importance. 

“Work out a solution for each 
task and when to complete it. 


Plan a reward for achieving 
goals.” 

RELAX: Learn to let go andrelax 
to help stop worries dominating 
your thoughts. It helps if you can 
finish work earlier, allow 
yourself half an hour minimum 
time to unwind, and avoid 
watching TV programmes that 
leave you stressed. 

Crawford believes: “Exercise 
has been proved through re- 
search to create more energy so 
you feel more able to cope with 


worries, and is a distraction. Even 
a ten-minute daily walk can 
help.” 

DIET : Cut down on caffeine and 
spicy food. Avoiding alcohol can 
help you feel better and more in 
control so you can tackle worry. 

Crawford’s advice: “Ifworries 
affect your sleep, try natural rem- 
edies to combat that, and try to 
read a book before bedtime so 
worries aren’t the last thing you 
think about.”

In peak season, Lantemaeamp 
is a small town, with busy shop- 
ping parades on many of its 
streets, seasonal roadside stalls, 
several bakeries and its own fish- 
monger, where half a kilo of sar- 
dines for the barbeque eosts just 
over£l/€1.47. 

In the evenings there is live 
entertainment at the main restau- 
rant, where you ean sit out be- 
neath a shelter overlooking a 
small bay, and pay £1.90/€2.80 
for a half-litre of draft lager.

The sea was five minutes’ 
walk from our mobile home, 
down a series of steps built into 
the eliff.

Let’s go 
camping 
in Croatia 


Blink while you’re skipping through 
this summer’s brochure from 
Eurocamp, one of the UK’s biggest 
camping operators, and you’ll 
probably never guess it operates a 
small holiday programme of tents 
and mobile homes in Croatia. 


W ith political 
stability in the 
former Soviet 
countries opening 
up lots of new opportunities for 


family holidays, it has just two 
sites for mobile homes and tents 
within easy reach of the main 
resort in Poree. 

I was initially drawn to Croatia 


by pietures of its stunning eoast- 
line and stories about a ‘new 
Tuscany’ gradually emerging in 


Istria, a peninsula in the north of 
this eountry close to Italy. 

But I was nervous about risk- 
ing an annual family holiday there 
so soon after the savage fighting 
in the former Yugoslavia. So we 
opted for the site at Lantema- 
camp, barely five miles from 
Poree, on the assumption there 
would be plenty to do for our 
daughters, aged 1 7 and 1 0, if they 
began to get bored. 

How would we get there? The 
eheapest option is obviously to 
drive, and a 1 ,500km from Cal- 
ais long j oumey through the Alps 
would eertainly have thrown up 
some interesting highlights. 

But we suspeeted it would be 
hard to keep sueh a long j oumey 
interesting all that way - even 
with iPods and other gadgets help- 
ing to wile away the hours. So we 
settled for a Ryanair flight (£777/ 
€ 1 , 1 45 for four, return) to Trieste 
in Italy, where we hired a car 
(£380/€560fortwoweeks, from 
Hertz). 

From there, the 100km drive 
took us through a narrow slice of 
another new and emerging Bal- 
kan state, Slovenia, so we crossed 
two borders before eventually 
reaehing our destination. 

The eampsite is huge, with 
2,700 pitches set in terraces on a 
pine-wooded shore looking 
aeross the Mima estuary and out 
to sea. With its tarmae streets 
with shopping parades and res- 
taurants, elean numbered lava- 
tory bloeks and daily refuse col- 
leetion, the site has an air of East- 
em-bloe munieipal effieieney. 

Here, however, the queues that 
form early eaeh morning outside

row and crowded, a mix of rocks, 
gravel and crazy-paved patios. 
Getting into the water is tricky, 
because of the slippery, slimy 
rocks and the steep descent. But 
once you are in the sea it is fan- 
tastic for serious swimming. 

Elsewhere on the site is a bay 
with a gentler slope and equally 
calm water. Roped off for chil- 
dren’s use, inflatables andpeda- 
los are available - incredibly 
cheap atjust£5/€7.37 an hour for 
four. The site also has two pools, 
one especially for children. 

Prices in Croatia are generally 
good, even in main centre resorts 
like the nearby Porec. A bustling 
and exciting Istrian hotspot with 
a harbour, cathedral and narrow 
paved alleyways that snake 
among the Venetianhouses,the 
town’s cobblestone streets are 
spilling over with shops, restau- 
rants, squares and the Basilica 
Euphrasis, with its famous mo- 
saics. 

Whenever you spend, you 
can’t help thinking how cheap it 
all is compared with somewhere 
like France. 

Ice creams, for instance, start 
at 40p/59cents. In a side street in 
Porec, in a superb fish restaurant 
named Neverin, a plate of grilled 
squid costs just £3.50/€5.16. 
Away from Porec, in a village 
near the campsite, called Tar, six 
of us ate an excellent dinner for 
£40/€59, including wine. 

One day we went to a very 
smart inland restaurant called 
Morgan, down a track in 
Brtonigla, near Buje. Because so 
many people come from Italy 
especially for dinner here, ad- 
vance booking is essential. 

The local wine was superb, as 
was our homemade methode- 
champagnoise aperitif. We had 
delicious antipasto, layered 
sandwich-fashion, followed by 
pasta and gamey ‘rooster’ in a 
white wine broth. The main 
course of wild boar and polenta, 
with strong gravy andblueberries, 
left us no room to try the pud- 
dings. 


A ferry from the camp site 
takes you down the coast to 
Porec or across the estuary to 
Novigrad, providing stunning 
views of the coastline, with tur- 
quoise water, rocks and forested 
coastal land. 

We took a day trip by boat to 
the Unesco-protected peninsula 
town of Rovinj - with meal on the 
boat and stop-off on the way back 
in the Limski canal - for £20/€30 
ahead. 

On other days we used the car 
to explore inland Istria with its 
lush green slopes and ancient 
walled hill towns such as Buje, 
Groznjan and Motovun (this last 
about an hour ’ s slow drive), and 
the occasional terracotta-roofed 
villages. 

If you can live happily with- 
out a sandy beach, this camping 
holiday comes highly recom- 
mended. It’s fun to feel you’ve 
found a new holiday area ahead 
of the masses - and the style of 
camping is an intriguing contrast 
with sites to be found in Western 
Europe. 

TRAVEL FACTS 

:: Phillipa Braidwood was a 
guest of Eurocamp, which offers 
1 4-night stays at Lanternacamp 
in Croatia from £1,698/2,502 in 
a mobile home and from £ 1 ,027/ 
€1,513 in a tent (prices for two 
adults and three children, includ- 
ing Dover-Calais crossings). 
Minimum stay in either is three 
nights, and deduct £50/74 from 
these prices if you make your 
own flight arrangements.

Appetisers can be a fiddly and time-consuming chore before a 
big dinner party, but according to Susannah Blake, author of 
‘500 Appetisers’, published by Apple Press, priced £9.99/ 

€14.78, it needn’t be that way. She shares one of her favourite 
bite-size recipes and tips for stress-free starters. 


consuming in dinner party prep 
than appetisers - those tiny bits 
of food ean take a surprisingly 
huge amount of time to plan, eut 
and primp. 

But it needn ’ t be that way says 
Susannah Blake, author of new 
book 500 Appetisers. “Good 
timing is key to the perfect ap- 
petiser,” she explains. “Who 
wants to slave away in the 
kitehen while their guests are hav- 
ing fun?” 

Susannah suggests cook-as- 
you-go nibbles if you’re serving 
at the kitehen table, where guests 
ean ehat away while you prepare 
food. If you’re entertaining in 
other parts of the house, look for 
appetisers that ean be prepared 
ahead of time: dips ean be stored 
in the fridge, salads ean be pre- 
pared ahead and dressed before 
serving and eanape toppings and 
bases ean be assembled at the last 
minute.

“Choosing an impressive, yet 
hassle-free appetiser means you 
ean eoneentrate on getting the 
main course and dessert just right, 
knowing the appetiser will keep 
everyone happy while you stay 
cool, calm and collected,” she 
says. And if you haven’t updated 
your appetiser repertoire since 
the ‘mini onions and eubed 
cheese on a stick’ days, then it’s 
time to brush up on the new fash- 
ions in finger food: Asian-in- 
spired rolls and satays, tradi- 
tional meze dishes like stuffed 
vine leaves or grilledhalloumi and 
Spanish-style tapas are all now 
on the menu. 

No matter what your ehoice of 
starter, though, bear in mind what 
they’re designed for, Susannah 
says. 

“Appetisers ean be wonder- 
fully varied and still do exaetly 
what their title says they will - 
their purpose is to whet the ap- 
petite and stimulate the 
tastebuds. They should make the 
mouth water, eneourage guests to 
relax and help create a convivial 
atmosphere. They are also there 
to stave off possible hunger 
pangs until the main event, but be 
aware that appetisers should 
never spoil the appetite. Instead, 
they should tease it lightly by of- 
fering a stimulating foretaste of 
the eulinary delights to eome.”

Majestic in Monte Judeu 



As the automatic gates open onto a large cobblestone drive, this week’s 
Property of the Week is revealed in all its splendour.

Quick fix 

Q: What's the easiest 
way to paint stair 
banisters? 

A: The problem with paint- 
ing banisters with a brush is 
that it's fiddly and the paint 
can easily bunch, creating a 
poor finish. You can end up 
endlessly sanding what you've 
painted to get rid of the bunch- 
ing and never getting any- 
where. 

Using a spray painter is a 
good alternative, though you'll 
need to mask off the surround- 
ing area and take all the nec- 
essary safety precautions. 
You may also have to dilute 
the paint to stop it clogging up 
the nozzle. Your local DIY 
store should stock suitable 
spray painters, or you can hire 
them. 

Q: I've removed my 
kitchen wall tiles but 
have taken large 
chunks of the wall off 
with them. Shouid I use 
fiiier to ievei out the 
piaster? 

A: If the damage is as bad 
as it sounds, you're better off 
using a plaster repair product, 
which is formulated to be 
easier to apply and smooth out 
than plaster itself. Y ou'll have 
to build it up in 5 cm layers and 
apply it in a similar way to 
plaster: see the manufacturer's 
instructions. 

Q: Aii my chiseis are 
biunt: can I sharpen 
them or do I need to buy 
a new set? 

A: Simply use a sharpening 
stone, available from DIY 
stores. This has two sides, one 
rougher than the other, and 
enables you to sharpen all 
kinds of things. Wet the stone 
first and start off sharpening 
on the coarse side, then fin- 
ish off on the finer one.

Create a herb garden 


Whafs in store 


Looking for ground cover- 
ing perennial plants to give 
eolour throughout many 
months of the year? There are 
several of these now available 
in garden eentres for you to 
ehoose from. 

Vinca more eommonly re- 
ferred to as Periwinkle is a 
delieate looking, low grow- 
ing evergreen shrub that eov- 
ers the ground with delieate 
stems that bear either dark 
green or variegated leaves 
with whitish edges, the maxi- 
mum height in the region of 
45 em. During the spring and 
summer months pretty violet 
eoloured flowers are pro- 
dueed, often in profusion. The 
green leaved variety is a na- 
tive of shady woodland re- 
gions in Iberia and therefore 
for the best results the ones 
mentioned above should be 
grown in a good soil mixture 
in partial shade. They are 


fully hardy and do benefit from 
periodie watering in the very hot 
season. 

Some of the Verbena hybrids 
are very eolourful mat forming 
plants with attraetive serrated 
green leaves and bright panieles 
of flowers that range from white 
through pinks and reds to deep 
purple during the spring and 
summer months and well into the 
autumn. The height is approxi- 
mately 25 em with a spread of 
half a metre or more. Give them 
a good well drained soil mixture 
and grow in full sun with water 
on a regular basis during the dry 
season. Mostly used as annuals 
they ean also be kept for several 
seasons but if you are in an area 
that experienees frost, give them 
some proteetion if temperatures 
are likely to drop below -2 or 
3“C. 

Lantana montevidensis in 
optimum eonditions is another 
of the mat forming shrubs unlike

the tall growingLantanacam- 
era that is so very eommon in 
many of our gardens. L. 
montevidensis has, like the 
verbenas and vineas, very slen- 
der branehes and a sprawling 
tendeney often reaehing well 
over a metre in spread with a 
similar height if some support 
is available, equally it will 
drape itself and hang down 
over a wall or bank. During 
many of the summer months 
it bears a profusion of violet 
flowers. A shrub that origi- 
nated in tropieal South 
Ameriea it does need a fertile 
soil mixture and frequent wa- 
ter, espeeially during the hot- 
ter months and adequate pro- 
teetion if there is the slightest 
risk of frost. Like many of our 
garden plants it does benefit 
from an applieation of liquid 
fertiliser on a regular basis 
during the aetive growing and 
flowering season.

Best of the bunch 

Foxglove 

With the trends in gardening veering towards more traditional 
plants, we will surely be seeing a return in popularity of the 
foxglove (Digitalis), an imposing perennial or biennial, pro- 
dueing tall spires of funnel-shaped flowers in different shades 
in early summer. Good varieties inelude D. purpurea, whieh 
grows to 2m. and is great towards the baek of an informal, very 
shady border. For a later bloom go for D. x mertonensis, whieh 
grows to around 90em, produeing erushed strawberry-eoloured 
summer flowers above attraetive veiny leaves. Foxgloves tol- 
erate most soils

With the prospect of long hot summers many gardeners may be 
reluctant to grow thirsty edibles - but warm, dry weather is well 
suited to growing herbs. 


Many herbs thrive in our 
sunny elimate ineluding thyme 
and rosemary. Mint grows well, 
but if you are ereating a herb 
garden, grow it in a pot or it will 
invade everything else in its 
path. 

Perennial herbs inelude rose- 
mary, sage and bay. Chives, fen- 
nel and mint should also eome 
up. Other popular herbs are an- 
nuals and need to be raised from 
seed eaeh year, ineluding pars- 
ley, basil, dill, coriander, eher- 
vil and borage. 

The majority of herbs thrive 
in sunny, sheltered spots so bear 
that in mind when you are plan- 
ning your site. But you ean just 
as easily add some herbs to your 
border to add eolour and texture, 
ineluding elumps of ehives, 
which produce pretty purple 
flower balls and sage, with its 
subtle leaf eolours. 

Roek gardens, with gritty. 


well-drained soil, are also ideal 
for planting low-growing herbs 
sueh as thyme, of whieh there are 
endless varieties, many of whieh 
have variegated leaves and pro- 
duee small flowers in summer. 

Rosemary, and lavender are 
bushy perennials, whieh will 
make neat dwarf hedges for 
framing or dividing beds. 

Basil, whieh tastes so much 
better if you grow it yourself 
than if you buy it from the su- 
permarket, is a tender annual 
used in mueh of our Mediterra- 
nean eooking. It should be wa- 
tered whenever dry and the 
growing tips pinehed out regu- 
larly to encourage bushy growth 
and delay flowering. 

Sweet basil and bush basil are 
the eommon types grown, but 
you could also try cinnamon 
basil, anise basil and lemon 
basil. 

Flat-leaf parsley is mueh more 


popular these days than the 
eurly-leaf variety beeause of its 
more intense flavour. A leafy 
biennial, usually grown as an 
annual, it ean be sown thinly 
outdoors inrieh, moist soil in late 
spring and again in late summer 
for sueeession over winter. Try 
‘Giant Italian’ for good flavour. 

If you grow it as a biennial, in 
its second year it sends up flow- 
ering stems and produces seed. 
To make sure you have parsley 
for eutting, sow it in sueeession 
every year. When the plants go 
to seed, dig them up and use the 
spaee for other herbs.

Tidy up bamboos 

1 . Thin established 
clumps by cutting back 
weak eulms (stems) every 
one to two years in early 
spring. Cut dead stems down 
to ground level using sharp 
seeateurs. Removing 
around a quarter or a third 
should be enough to open 
up and revive the elump. 

2. To reduee the height of 
a bamboo, shorten each stem 
to the desired height, eutting 
just above a leaf node with 
branehes. It doesn’t want to 
look like a sheared off hair- 
eut gone wrong. 

3 . Remove papery sheaths 
from species sueh as 
Phyllostaehys to reveal the 
eoloured stems.

The studio she shares with 
two huge kilns which push out 
the 13 00° C required to produce 
the deeply-coloured glazed fin- 
ishes that make her work dura- 
ble and beautiful. 

She is also regularly joined 
by small groups of students of 
all ages and nationalities. Inare- 
laxed atmosphere they slowly 
master the art of coiled work, 
wheel-thrown pots, sculpture 
- and glazing. “It’s all about 
what the student wants to do,” 
says Catherine. 

The results are remarkable. 
Pieces range from abstract 
sculpture, to a fantastical bird 
house, to sets of dinner plates, 
to salt cellars. 

Catherine’s pieces have 
been exhibited at Galeria ‘Way 
of Arts’, Estoril, and Casa Sta 
Rita, Sintra. Now it is the turn 
ofher students : an exhibition of 


the work of 14 of the students 
will be on showon22 and23 June 
at La Poterie. 

“The students will be here to 
talk about their work,” 
Catherine adds. “And we’llhave 
their obj ects all over the garden. 
We ’ 11 also be selling the first edi- 
tion of a calendar featuring some 
of our pots. The money raised 
will help build much needed 
water storage tanks for a poor 
rural community in Kenya.”

But sadly, mum and dad don't have a say in 
who their children choose to emulate, and all too often they're inappropriate idols, to say the least.

That's espeeially the ease in 
today's celebrity-obsessed soci- 
ety, when youngsters aspire to 
be like the most glamorous, 
trendy or famous person, irre- 
spective of what they've 
achieved or their behaviour. 

Consequently, current role 
models for teenage girls are 
people like Peaches Geldof, 
who's one of Tatler's 2006 Top 
10 Fashion Icons and has her 
own fan club. Yet she is famous 
for little more than her parent- 
age and partying lifestyle. Your 
daughter may dream of looking 
like her, walking like her, 
dressing like her. 

Then there's Wayne Rooney's 
other half Coleen McLoughlin, 
famed for her shopping sprees, 
and former Spice Girl Victoria 
Beckham, queen of the WAGs. 

WAGs such as McLoughlin 
and Beckham have just topped 
a list of women judged by other 
women to be the most inappro- 
priate role models for young 
girls, followedby Celebrity Big 
Brother contestant Danielle 
Lloyd, Steven Gerrard's fiancee 
Alex Curran and Peter Crouch's 
girlfriend Abbey Clancy. 

A survey by the Institution of 
Engineering and Technology 
(lET) showed 91% of women 
believe the lifestyles of WAGs 
are over-exposed and portray a 
negative image of women. 

The research suggests more 
than two thirds of women feel 
the focus on WAG exploits, 
their body image and expensive 
'bling' overshadows the real 
achievements of more positive 
female role models such as 
Kelly Holmes, JK Rowling, 
Anita Roddick and Ellen 
MacArthur. 

Nearly three quarters of those 
surveyed were concerned that 
WAGs offer inappropriate role 
models for young girls. Just 3% 
saw Beckham as a good role 
model for the young and only 
1% thought this was true of 
McLoughlin - unlike many of 
the younger female generation. 

The role models that you gen- 
erally have to be concerned 
about are those whose lifestyles 
aren't worthy of imitating. 

Commenting on the survey, 
relationship psychologist and 
life coach Corinne Sweet says: 
"Role models are absolutely es- 
sential - from the age of about 
two, children start copying their 
parents, and they are the most 
important role models. 

"But as they become teenag- 
ers, role models move from he- 
roes to sex objects or people 
who look good. They want them 
to be noble and heroic too." 

But that doesn't explain the 
popularity of girls like 
McLoughlin and Geldof, and 
Sweet explains: "At the mo- 
ment young teens are all look- 
ing to celebrities - they're the 
new gods. 

"But negative images of 
WAGs, focused on shopping, 
drinking and bling, can hold 
young women back. "It's much 
better if role models are achiev- 
ing things rather than just aim-

ing for money and glamour." 
The best way for parents to af- 
fect role model choices is to 
behave as a positive role model 
themselves, she says. "If you're 
a parent who behaves like 
Coleen, spending lots of money 
and so on, your children will 
think that's normal. 

"But if you sit down with your 
children and talk to them, re- 
main a steady influence on their 
lives and encourage them to be- 
come their own person, you'll 
be their role model. It's not what 
you say, it's what you do." 

Most athletes can serve as 
good role models, especially if 
they live their lives with integ- 
rity. Try to subtly steer your 
young teens toward these posi- 
tive role models. Of course, 
with the media and peer pres- 
sure, sometimes it seems like 
you’re fighting a losing battle. 
Quite often, kids will choose 
role models just to irritate you, 
so if you make too big a deal out 
of it, they're likely to radiate to- 
ward their idol even more. 

As with all aspects of raising 
teenagers, you have to remem- 
ber to choose your battles! Af- 
ter all, even though they won't 
admit it, most teens' favorite 
role model isn't the one whose 
picture is plastered all over 
their rooms, it's actually you!

It is well 

Perhaps in today’ s vernacu- 
lar the title of this song would 
have been rendered, “It ’s all 
good. ” I often hear my daugh- 
ters speak this line to me as if to 
say, don ’t worry about it, eve- 
ry thingwill workout. 

When Horatio G. Spafford, 
a successful Chicago business- 
man wrote the words to this 
famous hymn in 1873, every- 
thing was noi good - at least not 
from a human perspective. 
Having heavily invested in Chi- 
cago real estate, Horatio lost 
most of his holdings as a result 
of the Chicago fire of 1 87 1 . In 
1873 he arranged to take his 
family to Europe. Horatio was 
a close friend of the famous 
evangelist D.L. Moody and 
planned to attend his evangelis- 
tic meeting in England. He and 
his family would enj oy a vaca- 
tion after the meetings. 

At the last minute, urgent 
business kept Spafford home 
from the trip, but he sent his 
wife and four daughters ahead 
on the ^.^.Villedu Havre, plan- 
ning to soon follow. However, 
on the night of November 22, 
1873, an iron English sailing 
vessel struck the great ship. 
Within the span of 1 2 minutes, 
the ship sank killing 226 of the 
273 passengers. Only 47 pas- 
sengers survived. Spafford’ s 
wife was found nearly uncon- 
scious, clinging to a piece of the 
wreckage. However, all four of 
their daughters had perished. 

When she reached land, she 
sent this brief cable to her hus- 
band. “Saved alone, what shall 
Ido?” Horatio immediately

boarded a vessel to j oin his wife 
in Wales. On the journey the 
ship’s captain pointed out the 
place where he believed the 
othervessel had gone down. In 
his cabin later the same day 
Spafford wrote, “It is well; the 
will of God be done.” Later he 
transformed those few lines 
into the hymn titled “It is Well 
with My Soul.” The lyrics 
speak of the comfort God gives 
no matter the circumstances in 
our lives. Instead of dwelling on 
tragedy, this great hymn fo- 
cuses our attention on Christ’ s 
redemptive work on the cross. 
Philip P. Bliss, a prolific writer 
of early gospel music was so 
impressed with the experience 
and the expression of 
Spafford’ s text that he com- 
posed the now famous music. 
This hymn, first published in 
1876 still ministers mightily to 
hearts and souls. 

“When sorrows like sea bil- 
lows roll — whatever my lot. 
Thou hast taught me to say, it is 
well, it is well with my soul!” 

Are you and I truthfully able 
to say with Horatio Spafford, 
“It is well with my soul,” no 
matter what circumstances God 
allows into our lives? His rela- 
tionship with God gave Horatio 
this immeasurable inner peace 
and strength. Do you know this 
God of Peace? Would you like 
to know Him?
